OF THE WORD OR SON OF 


GOD, WHICH WAS MADE 
VERY MAN. | 
THE Son, which is the word 


of the Father, begotten from ever- 
laſting of the Father; the very and 


eternal God?, of one ſubſtance with 


the Father, took man's nature in 
the womb of the bleſſed Virgin, of 


her ſubſtance; ſo that two whole 


and perfect natures, that is, the 
godhead and the manhood, were 
joined together in one perſon,

d Theſe natures, ſaid Hooker, from the moment of their firſt combination, have been, and 
are for ever inſeparable : for even when his ſoul forſook the tabernacle of his body, his deity 
forſook neither body nor ſoul. If it had, then could we not truly hold, either that the perſon 
of Chriſt was buried, or that the perfon of Chriſt did raiſe himſelf up truly from the dead. For 
the body ſeparated from the word can in no true ſenſe be termed the perſon of Chriſt; nor 
is it true to ſay, that the Son of God, in raiſing up that body, did raiſe up himſelf, if the body 


were not both with him, and of him, even during the time that it lay in the ſepulchre, The 
Uke is alſo to be ſaid of the ſoul, The very perſon of Chriſt, therefore, for ever one and the 


ſelf-ſame, was only, touching bodily ſubſtance, concluded within the grave; his ſoul only from 
thence ſevered ; but by perſonal union his deity "= inſeparably joined with both, Eccleſ. Po · 
lity, b. v. 32. 
Neſtorius, on this lubzeck, denied that the tevo naturee in Chriſt could ever by conjunction 
make one perſon 3 affirming that Chriſt was two perſons, the Son of God, and the Son of M.. 
Eutyches, on the contrary, allowed the perſonal conjunction, but denied the reality of its being

| ® Baptiſm challengeth to itſelf the inchoation of thoſe graces, the conſummation whereof de- 
pendeth on myſteries enſuing. We receive Chriſt Jeſus in Baptiſm once, as the firſt beginner ; 
in the Euchariſt often, as being by continual degrees the finiſher of our life. By baptiſm, therefore, 
we receive Chriſt Jeſus, and from him that ſaving grace which is proper unto baptiſm ; by the 
other ſacrament we receive him alſo, imparting therein himſelf, and that grace which the eucha- 
riſt properly beſtoweth.—So that each ſacrament having both that which is. general and com. 
mon, and that alſo which is peculiar unto itſelf, we may hereby gather that the participation of 
Chriſt, which properly belangeth to any one ſacrament, is not otherwiſe to be obtained but by 
the ſacrament whereunto it is proper,——Hooker's Eccleſ, Polity, b. v. 57.

ENCHIRIDION  ECCLESIASTICUM.. 


There are two ſacraments or- 


dained of Chriſt our Lord in the 


_ goſpel; that is to ſay, baptiſm, 


and the ſupper of the Lord. 


Thoſe five, commonly called 
ſacraments ; that is to ſay, confir- _ 
mation, penance, orders, matrimony, 


and extreme unction, are not to be 


counted for ſacraments of the 


goſpel, being ſuch as have grown 
partly of the corrupt following of 
the apoſtles, partly are ſtates of 
life allowed in the ſcriptures ; but 
yet have not like nature of ſacra- 
ments with baptiſm and the 
Lord's ſupper, for that they 
have not any viſible ſign or ce- 
remony ordained of God, 


The ſacraments were not or- 
dained of Chriſt to be gazed upon, 
or to be carried about, but that 
we ſhould duly uſe them. And 
in ſuch only who worthily re- 
ceive the ſame, they have a whole- 
ſome effect or operation; but 
they that receive them -unwor- 
thily, purchaſe to themſelves dam- 
nation, as St. Paul faith.

Chriſt, having Adam's nature, as we all have, but incorrupt, deriveth not nature, but incorruption, | 


and that immediately from his own per/on, into all that belong unto him, As therefore we are really 


partakers of the body of ſin and death received from Adam ; ſo, except we be truly partakers 


of Chriſt, and as really poſſeſſed of his ſpirit, all we ſpeak of eternal life is but a dream. Seeing 


therefore that Chriſt is in us a quickening ſpirit, the firſt degree of communion with Chriſt muſt 


needs conſiſt in the participation of his ſpirit, which Cyprian in that reſpect well termeth germa» 
niſſimam ſocietatem, the higheſt and trueſt ſociety. that can be between man and him, which is 


both God and man in one. Even from the „ of Chriſt our very bedies do receive that life 


| which ſhall make them glorious at the latter day, and for which they are already accounted 
parts of his bleſſed body: our corruptible bodies could never live the life they ſhall live, 
| were it not that they are joined with his body which is incorruptible, and that his is in ours as 
a cauſe of immortality—a cauſe, by removing, _— the death and merit of his own fleſh, that 
which hindered the life of ours.
